Tooth Decay 
Findings Told 
By Scientists 
BOSTON UT—A new concept of 
tooth decay—that both 
food 
and 
bacteria are necessary for it to oc­ 
cur—was reported 
today 
to 
the 
Am erican Assn. for the Advance­ 
m ent of Science. 
The report resulted from allied 
research at Notre Dam e, Harvard 
Dental School and the University 
of Chicago, 
* 
Dr. FYank J . Orland, of the lat­ 
ter institution, said rats w ere rais­ 
ed in a com pletely “ germ fre e ” a t­ 
m osphere in a unique laboratory 
for th at purpose at N otre D am e. 
During their rearing, the rats were 
fed diets which ordinarily result rn 
tooth decay. But none of the rats 
developed bad teeth. 
The work at Harvard was de­ 
scribed by Dr. 
Reidar 
Sognnaes 
who re a re d rats under norm al lab­ 
oratory 
conditions 
and therefore 
had bacteria in their m ouths, just 
as m an does under o rd in ary con­ 
ditions of living. 
The rats were fed the sa m e kind 
of diets as the anim als at Notre 
Dam e, but they were fed through a 
stom ach tube, 
so 
that 
the 
food 
never got in contact 
with 
their 
teeth. Again, 
no 
rats 
developed 
tooth decay. 
Said Dr. Orland; 
“T hese two rath er 
unique

peiim en ts together provide much- 
needed evidence which te n d s to es*

Moscow Chiefs Try Hard 
To Russify Outlaying Areas 


Editors Note—'The Soviet Union 
is popularly known as Russia, but 
it actually encom passes 15 repub­ 
lics beside the Russian republic 
w here Moscow Is situated. William 
L. Ryan visited eight republics in 
a 6,000 mile tour of the Soviet 
Union. In this article, second of a 
series, he tells of Moscow’s efforts 
to Russify—and get the m ost out 
of—the outlying a r e a s ...........................

Tired-looking' two-engine planes 
hit 
the 
ground 
with

wheeze, their wheels setting up a 
splattering storm of mud. 
Ancient passenger trains creak

miles 
through 
barren 
steppes. 
Rickety 
buses 
bounce crazily 
over narrow , 
frozen 
dirt 
roads, 
slam m ing

seats. 
In the capitals of central Asia 
and 
the 
Caucasus, 
the 
planes, 
trains and buses discharge unwill­ 
ing pioneers, the new em pire build­ 
ers of G reat Russia. 
By the thousands they pour into 
provincial 
capitals — Com m unist 
" p arty 
political 
experts, 
agrono­ 
m ists veterinarians, engineers and 
m echanics of all grades. They are 
well dressed by Soviet standards, 
but they often look unhappy and 
often they 
are 
accom panied 
by 
less happy fur-coated wives. 
F or a long tim e these privileged 
people have had things too good. 
Now' they m ust pay the first in­ 
stallm ent of their debt to the So- 
_ viet state for educating them . The 
™ palm y days are over for many. 
These “ volunteers,” fresh from 
carefully 
staged 
and 
propagan­ 
dized celebrations of farewell and 
congratulations, 
have had to be 
pushed into the rem ote reaches of 
the farflung Soviet em pire to do 
their part in the governm ent’s des­ 
perate attem pts to bring order to 
the chaos of its consum er econo­ 
my. 
£ 
Generations of R ussians before 
them brought Russian culture and 
Russian domination to almond-eyed 
Kazakhs, the gentle, sw arthy T a d ­ 
jiks, the nom ad turkm en and all 
the 
scores 
of 
nationalities 
ce­ 
m ented into the Soviet Union. 
The new crop of pioneers has 
been assigned the task of exploit­ 
ing the natural riches of these rich 
lands so that the Soviet Union’s 
hom e front will achieve the elas­ 
t i c i t y it needs to cushion it against 
the possible shock of a new world 
conflict. The p arty pictures this 
as a glorious task, but there is 
little joy in it for the new arrivals. 
Debarking into the thick mud of 
a provincial airport, a specialist 
takes a shivering look at the g reat 
vastness beyond the republic c a p ­ 
ital, and decides to stay in town, 
hoping to lie p a rt of a sort of h ead ­ 
q u arte rs corps. Bu* that won’t do. 
_ 
“ It is im possible,” said Tadjik­ 
is ta n 
Com m unist, 
official 
party 
paper, “ to tolerate the fact that 
m any specialists, instead of going 
to work 
in 
m achine trac to r 
sta ­ 
tions 
and 
collective farm s, con­ 
tinue to live in cities and simply 
pay flying visits to their work.” 
This reflects Moscow's irritation 


with the slowness of the new' pro ­ 
g ram . It has prom ised a g re a t up­ 
surge of farm production in two 
to three years, but all depends on 
the p easants, 
and 
the 
p easan ts 
m ust h ave technical help. 
E ven so rem ote a city as Alma 
Ala in K azakhstan—at the edge of 
Siberia and frozen five m onths of I 
the y e a r—is com fortable co m p ared 
with w hat the specialists face if 
and when they get to fa rm s, vil­ 
lages and m achine-tractor stations. 
So the “ volunteers” h ave to be 
pushed. 
The party cra ck s 
down 
h ard, not only to round th em up 
but to get them moving into the 
fields. Young specialists, the ink 
on their diplom as scarcely dry, are 
being shoved out to the cold, r e ­ 
m ote regions for active work, even 
before livable quarters a re ready 
for them . 
The “ volunteers” can hardly be 
blam ed for wanting to stay in the 
cities. R ussians are well off there. 
It takes only a glance to see that 
they are much better off th an the 
native populations. 
Many 
of 
the 
local people, of course, have a d ­ 
vanced fa r in party and g o v ern ­ 
m ent ranks, but the key positions 
in all phases of life are held by 
R ussians. 
R ussianization—the imposition of 
M oscow’s culture on all its sub­ 
ject peoples—continues unchecked. 
It began long before the C o m m u ­ 
nists took power, eased off in the 
first flush of the revolution, and 
then retu rn ed with a vengeance. 
The Russians, like indulgent pa- 
| trons, perm it local peoples their 
old custom s, lore and culture—so 


long as this does not go too f a r . ) 
Nothing m ust reflect against the 
“ progressive significance” of the I 
annexation of these areas by czar­ 
ist Russia. 
It is “ bourgeois 
n a­ 
tionalism ” to suggest that the local 
culture is not inferior and is not 
enriched by the Russian. 
Study of Russian is com pulsory 
in the schools. All business is con­ 
ducted in R ussian. Street signs and 
new spapers a re in two and som e­ 
tim es 
three 
languages, 
but 
in; 
central 
Asia 
the 
alphabets are | 
R ussian. Capital cities have more 
Russians than natives. 
N ational plays, 
national 
ballet 
and national opera are perform ed 
in these capitals but after they 
have been screened carefully to 
guard ag ain st traces of national­ 
ism. J u s t as m any, and probably 
more, R ussian ballets, plays and 
operas are perform ed. Streets are 
nam ed 
m ore 
often 
for 
Russian 
heroes 
than 
for 
the local ones. 
Histories are rew ritten to portray 
as beneficent the influence of czar­ 
ist Russia. 
The C om m unists have built cities 
in central Asia, but in their studied 
attem pt to m ak e provincial capi­ 
tals little carbon copies of Moscow, 
they have introduced much of the 
drabness and monotony of the So­ 
viet capital. Along with new build­ 
ings, they brought the drudgery 
of existence under a Communist 
regim e. Along with education cam e 
the constant nagging of the party 
to get m ore from the people. 
Along with hospitals and institu­ 
tions the Com m unists brought the 
monotonously depressing sight of 
women, young and old in capital 


after capital, dragooned like their 
sisters in Moscow into the heaviest 
of m anual labor—digging ditches, 
carrying bricks, hacking ice from 
the roads or endless.y and listlessly I 
sweeping streets with broom s fash­ 
ioned from bundles of twigs.

ary increases for Congressmen and federal 
judges are now being heard by a fact-find­ 
ing commission in Washington. A FL P re s ­ 
ident Meany appeared to urge a $10,000-a- 
year boost across the board, while three 
m em b ers of the House contended that law­ 
m akers do not rate an increase until they 
balance the budget, reduce taxes, or both. 
Congressmen, as well as federal judges, 
are underpaid. Their pay simply has not 
kept pace with inflation. If it had been in­ 
creased as rapidly as the pay of a laborer, 
for instance, they would now be receiving 
at least $100,000 a year. 
Senators and Representatives currently 
receive $15,000 a year. To increase t h i s 
two-thirds might seem to some persons like 
a whopping raise, but current staggering 
income rates would cut down this to little 
m ore than $15,000 take-home pay. 
Congressmen have always been fearful 
to vote themselves an increase because it 
might provide ammunition for opponents 
at the next election. But that they 
wear 
financially painful shoes these days is evi­ 
dent in the fact that m any are convinced 
something should be done, although an 
election is just around the corner. 
The conscientious Senator and Represen­ 
tative no longer centers 
his 
activities 
around the well of Congress. Not only does 
he, in most cases, commute regularly be­ 
tween his home bailiwick and Washington 
but his committee duties are equally de­ 
manding in term s of time and space. The 
increased complexity of government puts 
a higher value on his— and his judicial 
brother’s— ability. 
Such service should be adequately com ­ 
pensated or the nation m ay be the ultimate 
loser in quality of value received. 


M IL L IK A N 
DR. R O B E R T A. MILLIKAN, 
dean 
of 
A m erican scientists and one of the 
most 
honored, was one of those artists in t h e 
scientific world who painted on a skywide 
canvas with brushes of ca m e l’s hair. 
His 
passing removes a great American from 
the current scene. 
This Nobel Prize winner probed deeply 
into the mysteries of the universe, working 
in his prime from 16 to 20 hours a day. He 
knew m ore than any man about 
cosmic 
rays, the electrically charged particles of 
great energy that originate mysteriously 
outside the earth's surface and bombard 
this planet from all directions. 
Dr. Millikan knew atoms, molecules and 
electrons, contributed to scientific lore and 
methods of measurement, wrote volumi­ 
nously about the things he discovered. 
As Millikan gained in knowledge his 
sense of humility grew s t r o n g e r . Why 
should the spirit of mortal be proud in the 
presence of an Author of the universe

I • Particular heed will be given to domestic 
problems generated by the investigations 
of the McCarthy and Je n n e r Committees 
which, together with the M cC arran C o m- 
mittee of the previous Administration, have 
demonstrated that a successfully operated 
espionage corps has robbed the American 
people of their offensive and defensive 
weapons. 
It has also been demonstrated that the 
tendency has been for officialdom, includ­ 
ing the State Department, the 
Pentagon, 
the Treasury and even the White House to 
cover up espionage and subversion and to 
use existing laws in the interest of t h e 
cover-up. These crim es against the nation 
are so shocking that any cover-up comes 
close to collusion after the fact.

WASHINGTON UP — President 
Eisenhower is pinning his hopes 
on a situation which may turn to 
be more ideal than real. 
This is his expressed ideal: 
1. That Congress will approve 
the program he offers it next week. 
* He has talked of it as a dynamic 
and progressive program. 
2. That this program will then 
be the main issue in the November 
congressional elections — the v o-1 
ters’ first chance since 195? to pass 
judgment on his admiaistration. 
Yet, 
even 
if 
Congress 
should 
pass his program just as he wants 
it, by election time the voters may i 
be influenced more by something 
else. 
For example, a turn for better 
or w'orse in foreign affairs or a 
business slump which would in- 
1 
volve 
production, 
prices, 
wages 
and jobs. 
Yesterday 
a 
majority 
of 
300 
economists at a forum conducted 
by the American Statistical Assn. j 
expressed belief the country is not I 
only in a “ recession” but that it 
w’ould last through 1954. 
(Later, Under Secretary of Com­ 
merce Walter Williams predicted 
business will maintain its growth 
in 1954.) 
Or, as Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) 
predicted, the public may be so 
steam ed up over the Communists- 
in-govemment issue that that will 
be the main one. 
Since Eisenhower can only hope 
for what he'd like to see in 1954. 
the best he can do is go ahead 
and plan for it, even though his 
plans don’t work out. 
The irony of Eisenhower’s situa­ 
tion is that he can’t put his pro- | 
gram over without the help of 
som e Democrats. 
In the Senate, there are 48 Dem­ 
ocrats, only 47 Republicans, and 
I independent. And not all 47 Re­ 
publicans will follow the ^resident 
down the line on everything, so 
h e’ll need some Democratic votes. 
The sam e thing will be true in 
the House, where there are 219 
Republicans, 215 Democrats, and 
I independent. 
The President particularly will 
need Democratic support for his 
foreign 
program, 
both 
military, 
econom ic and diplomatic. A reali­ 
sation of this, no doubt, is why he 
has invited Democratic leaders to 
the White House Jan. 5. 
E arlier 
this 
month 
for 
three 
days he went over his program, 
item by item, with his Republican 
leaders. 
He imposed a rule of silence on 
them when they left the White 
House. Because they’ve lived up 
to the rule not much is known 
about how much they agreed or 
disagreed with him. They’ll make 
their views know-n after he deliv­ 
ers his State of the Union message, 
outlining his program, to Congress 
Jan. 7. 
When he sits down with the Dem­ 
ocrats, only two days before that, 
there won’t be time for them to 
do anything but shake their heads 
up and down or from side to side. 
It would be strange politics if 
the Democrats attempted to give 
Eisenhower 
guarantees 
of 
their 
support for his program. 
If they went down the line with 
him on both foreign and domestic 
programs in 1954, as a party, they 
w'ouldn’t have any issue to fight 
about in the elections unless be­ 
fore then other events pushed the 
program into the background. 
The timing of the White Honse 
meeting w'ith the Democrats would 
indicate Eisenhower is concerned 
more with courtesy in this case 
than consultation.

traveled piece of

history. 
But nobody would wear it. A 
fellow in Dallas once decided to 
wear it to a Halloween party but 
desisted when his wife threaten­ 
ed to divorce him if he did. 
The necktie that nobody want­ 
ed began to be very lonely.

A shift from defense to attack 
marked the fight against polio in 
1953. It was a year in which GG 
became a household word and pros­ 
pects for a polio vaccine soared to 
new heights. 
It was only last November that 
parents from coast to coast took 
hope from an announcement by 
the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis that a trial vac­ 
cine would be tested on at least

A MARCH of Dimes research 
grantee, Dr, Salk had injected 161 
children and adults With various 
versions of a killed-virus vaccine, 
No ill-effects were observed b u t 
significant rises in the protective 
antibody levels of those injected oc­ 
curred.
